HE hips are usually the moat 
annoying part of a wo- 
man’s figure. They inaist on 
increasing, however much . she 
Pulls them in with: corsets or: 

These methods 
are useless, ‘because unscientific, 
and they can never be perman- 
ent in their effect. Corsets or 
rubber bands, by henting and 
weakening the skin and by pre- 
venting movement, throw two 
of nature’s most valuable aids 
to slimness (the skin and move-. 
ment) out of action, 


The spine rises out of the 
hips, If the spine “telescopes” 
nto itself, as it does in the case 
of the untrained body, it natur- 
ally brings the weight of. the 
body down onto the hips. This 
makes them spread in all direc- 
tions.

One of the oldest of the “old- 
timers" on the China coast cele- 
brated the sixticth anniversary 
of his wedding. yestorday. | 

He {s Captain 1. J. Lossius, who 
lives with his wife on Choung 
Chau Island. not far from Hong 
Kong. 

Captain Lossius’s name is not 
Dlonly bound up with the Colony of 
Hong Kong but he has many int{- 
mate memories of the German 
Royal family. 

Although a Norwegian by birth, 
he was partly educated in Ger- 
many, whore the grandfather of 
the ex-Kalser Wilhelm, meeting 
him accidentally at the Hambury 
Zoo, took an intercst in the Jad. 

Captain Lossius started what 
was an adventurous Hfe at sen 
whon he joined a wind-jammer a8 
cubin boy in 1870. 

Promotion was-rapid and he 
occupied in succession the« posts 
of cook, able seaman, mate, skip- 
per and finally. superintendent of 
a shipping company. 

His meteorological records of 
the North Pacific have been ex- 
tensively used In the compilation 
of weathor rogorts for shipping 
In. thore wators: 


“WORST WRECK AFLOAT’ 


It was in the Winter of 1882 
that Captain Lossius passed 
through one of the worst storms 
of the century.’ 

He was fourth officer of the 
Bavarian at the time and the ship 
ran into s storm which lasted 
continuously for thirteen days. 
'The enginc-room was flooded by 
the gigantic seus and for 105 
hours the crow baled out the 
water before steam could again 
be got up.

REWELL functions at the Queen’s pier seem to have been

‘| had, in the’ short space of sixteen montha, ‘become his personal 
friends. When one recalls. that at the date of his arrival he 
already had leave duc to him, and that he has suffered from his 
several bouts of bad health, one cannot fail to admire the courage 
and-devotion to duty which enabled him so rapidly to get o grip 
of our problems and to deal with them in a way ‘which gave! 
every section of the population the assurance that its interests 
were kept in remembrance. Perhaps the most striking feature 
of all Sir Andrew's public utterances was that they’ were entirely 
irce from those optimistic truisms that mean so little, and werd 
frankly concerned with the details of the next step that had to 
be taken. . 

What the “reasons of high state policy” may be that have 
necessitated the premature transfer we have not been told, and 
it would be useless to speculate. But political conditions in the 
Far and Middle East are subject to much the same influences, 
and there is no secret about the problems of Ceylon. All the 
Asiatic countries alike are involved by what is called ‘“tho| 
Awakening of Asia.” It has a thousand manifestations, which| 
may be bricfly summarised as the second stage of the contact of 
the East with European civilisation. For countless ages the 
East devéloped its own culture and art and manner of life on a 

-| basis of, autocracy or theocracy which meant that the work of 
administration was either not at all or to a very slight degree 
the business.of the ordinary citizen. In the first contact of the 

two civilisations under the Roman Empire it was the Eastern 
that triumphed, leading ‘to the deffication of the Emperor and

the’ second contact, of modern times, scientific friventions gave 
the advantage to the West, and there was a dual civilisation in 
which the Asiatic carried on his own life and contentedly left to 
the Westerner those tasks which he was consclous of not fully 
understanding himself.
